In growing large plants it is necessary to cultivate in pots all thro 
the season, shifting to larger pots as the growth of the plants require ii 
never allowing them to become stunted or pot-bound. By the first week 
in July the plants should have their final shift. 

Never allow them to suffer for want of water, and as soon as the po’ 
become filled with roots, feed liberally with liquid manure. When grow 
ing rapidly, the pinching needs attention every ten or fifteen days up 
August 1st, and the staking and tying must also be closely looked aft 
for when the branches get large if not properly tied they will break off. 

Soil—A good, fibrous loam. 

To three parts of above add one part of well decayed cow man 
and about a six-inch pot of bone dust to about a bushel of the abov 
mixture will make a good compost.

Once 
planted, the plants and flowers increase in size and beauty with age. They are as hardy as 
oaks and as handsome (many as fragrant) as roses. When the plants are through blooming 
they are as handsome and ornamental as most of the hardy shrubs. The plants are practi- 
cally immune from insects. We would advise our customers to beware of ‘‘cheap’’ Peonies.

The beauty and usefulness of these grand border plants give them a deo wedy 
Grst place amongst hardy plants. They succeed in almost any soil enriched with 
manure, but are much benefited by a mulching of well rotted manure in spring, 
and in hot weather an occasional soaking of water. If the first flower spikes are 
cut off as soon as over, and the plants are given a good soaking, a second crop of 
bloom extending until late in the fall may be expected. 


The best effects to be had with Phlox are produced by planting masses of each 
color. A very wide range of color is now to be had and planting them in this 
manner, the Phlox will be the pride of the garden. 


The flowering period is from the early part of July to the middle of Sep- 
tember and they grow to heights varying from 1 to 3 and even 4 feet. Letters 
and numbers immediately following the varieties indicate time of flowering and 
approximate height as follows:

When trees are dug in the nursery, a portion of the roots are broken or cut 
off and the balance that existed in the structure of the tree is deranged. It is 
therefore necessary that the branches be pruned. Fruit trees from 5 to 7 ft. in 
height usually have clear stems varying from 3 to 5ft., with the branches forming 
ahead. The branches must all be cut back to within three or four buds of their 
base. All broken or bruised roots must be cut off smoothly to the sound wood. 
In case of larger trees the pruning must be in proportion.

Alfalfa once established is such a profitable crop that every farmer can afford 
to take great pains to obtain a stand. So much has been written concerning the 
high feeding value of this crop, its wonderful yields and fertilizing value to the 
land, it would be wasted time and space to go into details. ‘ 

In the Eastern and North Central states there have been a great many failures in 
efforts to establish Alfalfa; however, with increasing knowledge of its needs, we 
find more successful plantings each year and it is safe to prophesy that within 
twenty years there will be a good sized field on nearly every farm. Farmers who 
have not tried the crop should begin with a small experiment and gradually in- 
crease the acreage. 

Methods of planting vary greatly. In the East spring sowing has not been gener- 
ally successful as weeds start earlier than Alfalfa, win the race and spoil the stand. 
A successful method has been to manure the alfalfa field in winter or early spring 
and harrow it with a disk. Harrow as early as possible. Let a plowing follow and 
afterwards disk at regular intervals. Disking is practiced to keep down weeds 
and to prevent hardening of the ground. After a thorough cultivation and harrow- 
ing, about the last of July, broadcast the seed about 20 lbs. to the acre. Harrow 
it in one inch. Do not sow on wet, acid or poor soils.

THE EDDY-CURRENT 
DISTRIBUTOR 


In the present Prairie State Incu- 
bator we have embodied a new 
principle in heat distribution. We 
use the eddy current as a vehicle 
for carrying the hof air to the cold 
parts of the machine, thus chang- 
ing it from a detrimental toa be- | 
neficial feature. The greater the } 
difference of temperature in the 
radiator the more rapid is the in- 
duced circulation. We practically 
secure by means of a gravity circu- 
lation the same result that is at- 
tained by a mechanical agitator in 
the radiator. 

The ventilating current in the 
ege chamber, whether on full or 
shut off completely, does not influ- 
ence the self-eyvening or automatic 
heat distribution, nor is the heat 
distribution affected by the width 
of the opening of the regulator 
valve; a feature not possessed by any other _ystem of heat distribution 

We guarantee the distribution of heat to 2 more uniform under greater ranges 
of temperature than in any other incubator now on the market. 

-The heat is so uniformly distributed that we use a flat tray in the largest 

machine. The flat-bottom tray conduces to the quickness and ease in turning. 
,_ The eggs can be moved and mixed in less time than in any other way. The slop- 
ing tray in an incubator indicates a hot center. If the slope is correct for a warm 
room, it will be wrong fora cold room, The result isa compromise, with more or 
less faulty heat distribution. 


DIFFUSIVE HEAT 


By the diffusive method, heat is carried to the eggs by a hot-air current forced 
usually through felt, cloth or burlap, in the upper part of the egg-chamber. The 
most serious criticism that ean be brought against this typeof heating is when the 
diffusion screens are used. We have never been able in our experiments to secure 
as many or as strong chicks as when they are left out. The advantages of the 
diffusive method are the ease by which the temperature in the incubator can be 
controlled, and the uniformity in the distribution of heat.

The No. 2 Junior Incubator is a good low: 
priced machine. It has the highest hatching 
power of any machine on the market, outside 
of our “‘Radio-Diffusive’”’ Prairie State: in al} 
respects being equal, except it does not have 
as heavy a case, nor will it operate in a room 
of as high a temperature. That is, we do not 
mean to say the machine cannot be operated 
in a warm room, but when operated in a warm 
room the lamp has to be turned down, whereas 
the other machine does not. 

This machine is for the farmer, the poul- 
tryman or those who raise poultry in limited 
numbers, and owing to their small size, to re- 
duce the care and attention required to the 
minimum, or the lack of experience in oper- 
ators, every automatic feature that could be 
incorporated in an incubator has been used without the multitude of parts; no 
trap-doors, felts or tubes to bewilder or confuse the user. It comes the nearest ta 
putting in your eggs and taking out your chicks of any incubator with which we 


are acquainted. 
VENTILATION AND MOISTURE 


These factors in artificial incubation are so intimately connected that they 
should be treated together. To supply oxygen and remove waste from the growing 
germs, or, as it is commonly termed, ventilation, is secured in the Prairie State 
Incubator from the heating current, which enters the egg-chamber in the upper 
part and is broken up into very small particles by the eddy-current distributor, 
situated in the upper part of the egg-chamber. This current of warm, pure air 
enters fom the heater and is forced continually through the egg-chamber. At this 
point the difference between our machine and all others occurs. In all other incue 
bators of the diffusion type, the heating current passes down through the eggs and 
through apertures or diaphragms in the bottom of the machine to outside, or by a, 
return duct to the heater. Our heating current comes down part way in egge 
chamber and passes through apertures in the walls above eggs, so the direct cure} 
rent is only in the upper part of the egg-chamber and what ventilation the eggs 
receive is through molecular diffusion, The air, after passing through apertures 
in the walls, passes downward into an air-tight space under the nursery where it ig 
released, thoroughly warming the bottom of the machine, and then passes through 
holes in the bottom of the incubator to the outside air. Do not misunderstand: we 
do not apply bottom heat to the eggs. This air current only warms the nursery 
sufficiently to take the chill off, from 85° to 90°, depending upon the temperature 
of the room in which the incubator stands. 

Evaporation from the eggs is prevented by covering the entire bottom of 
machine with a galvanized-iron pan containing wet sand. This moisture is being 
constantly given off underneath the eges andisa very close approach to the con- 
ditions found with a natural hen, that steals her nest upon the ground, there being 
no current through the nursery during the process of incubation.
